Note. — Faust  journeys  in  the  night  through  the  forest,  a prey  to 
melancholy.  His  horse  follows  with  slow  steps  the  road  which 
lengthens  through  the  forest.  As  they  pass  deeper  into  the  woods  the 
more  profound  grows  the  calm.  What  is  this  brightness  which  il- 
lumines the  forest,  purpling  the  foliage  with  its  glow  ? It  is  a solemn 
procession  celebrating  the  nocturnal  feast  of  St.  John  which  directs 
itself  toward  him.  A troop  of  children  advances  two  by  two  carrying 
torches  $ then  come  the  virgins  with  monastic  veils,  their  frail  hands 
filled  with  wreaths  $ following  them  in  crowded  ranks  the  aged  friars 
in  sombre  garments  carrying  the  cross,  their  heads  inclined,  their 
beards  and  hair  whitened  by  the  early  frosts  of  eternity.  From  his 
obscure  retreat  among  the  foliage  where  his  gaze  follows  the  believers, 

Faust  is  filled  with  bitter  longing.  With  the  last  sound  of  the  chant 
dying  away  in  the  distance,  Faust  is  alone  in  the  shadow.  Hiding  his 
face  in  his  horse’s  mane,  he  wept  burning  tears. — Tr.  I.  M.  C.
